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1. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for 
allowance : 

The prior art of record fails to teach or suggest a molding 
tool as recited in the claims of the instant application. The 
closest prior art disclosed by Gorczya et al . (U.S. Pat. App. 
Pub. No. 2002/0185759) is described in the previous Office 
Action. As noted previously, Gorczya fails to disclose a ground 
strap to be attached to the mold structure. As noted by 
Applicant in the remarks filed 07 July 2005, there is not any 
suggestion or motivation in the reference for attaching a ground 
strap to either a mirror block or the stamper. While Gorczya 
notes a problem with static charge in the apparatus (see 1) 30), 
the reference notes a coating can be used to flow the charge to 
a neutral site. This, at most, would suggest attaching a ground 
strap to the coating, rather than any other apparatus structure, 
such as the mirror blocks or. stamper. It is also noted that 
Gorczya, nor any of the other prior art of record, addresses or 
mentions the problem static charge passing between the stamper 
and mirror block sought to be addressed by Applicants. There 
is, thus, no suggestion in the prior art for attachment of a 
ground strap to the apparatus to address this problem. 
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Any comments considered necessary by Applicant must be 
submitted no later than the payment of the issue fee and, to 
avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee- Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance."
